IDEBRIS 

Diane Louie，a health_ educator 
for Health Center 4, said that the 
nice part about the clean-up cam- 
paign was that it was a joint effort 
of city agencies like the Healthand 、 
Police and Fire Departments, and 
of community agencies like the 
Chinese Six Companies and the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce: 
You wouldn't believe the amount 
of stuff that was thrown away 一 
Piles of newspapers, cans of paint， 
old refrigerators， mattresSsesS. 
Those are breeding places for 
ratS.” 

A coordinator for four of the 
clean-up campaigns since 1973， 
Louie said that 30 tons of debris 
Was collected in last years cam- 
paign. She added that since 1977 
increased media coverage has 
“raised people's consciousness and 
awareness of 中 e campaigns. This 
information does alot in informing 
people of the need for throwing 
out unwanted garbage and fixing 
rat holes: TI am Sure we can do it 
again and count on the support of 
community agencies.” 

The Chinatown Neighborhood 
Improvement' Resource Center 
(CNIRC) is another community 
agency which is also concerned 
with the issue of sanitation and lit- 
tering. 

Currently, CNIRC is sponsoring 
“Adopt an Alley;>” which is a pro- 
gram for alleyways improvement 
in Chinatown. Its purpoqse, accord- 
ing to assistant director of the 
center Enid Lim,“is upkeep and 
maintenance of Chinatown's al- 
leys. We want to improve the 
alleyways with repaving，lighting， 
benches， to make an alley where 
People can relax and children can 
play. “AdoptanAlleyinvokves alley 
residents，Pproperty OwnerSs，meT- 
chants; shopownmers as well as city 
agencies like the Planning Com- 
mission.”

Besides the lack of proper Pav- 
ing and lighting, 上 im said, littering ， 
is also a problem in Chinatown 
alleys.

28 at 7:30 pm at 
the Chinese Culture Center，750 
Kearny St， TIhe fm， co- 
produced and directed by Arthur 
Dong, focuses on the music of his 
Chinese music teacher, Leo Lew: 

Lew immigrated from southern 
China to the US in 1936; when he 
began teaching Chinese instru- 
mental music.” Utilizing his 
knowledge of music，Lew taught 
music and also joined a music 
organization to raise funds for 
China in the war against Japan， 
Though this organization Was 
closed after WAWII ，Lew is still 
teaching today,at the age of 65. It 
is important to guide our young 
people to understanmid our rich 
musical heritage,”he said. 

SIMPLICITY 

Lew Presently teaches 12 stu- 
dents at different levels. Skilled in 
various instruments，Lew teaches 
LOU (two-stringed violin), Vang 9 训 
(a percussive instrument)， and 
xiao (flute)， 

“了 hru is the hardqest and the 
most SoOphisticated of these all. 
The complexity lies ithe simPplicity 
of the instrument, ”Lew noted， 
“but of all of the Chinese instru- 
ments， Pipa (afour-stringed 
guitar-like instrument) is perhaps 
the most difficultto learn.” 

Lew's love for music is not 
confined to Chinese instruments， 
however， and Lew has also 
studied western Imusic_ and the 
western violin: “But naturally: 
am far more attached to ww than 
to violin， 工 am a Chinese,”he 
added with a smile. 

Within the diversity of Chinese 
Inusic，Lew feels _ most comfor- 
table with Cantonese music.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Most of 
the 175,000 Chinese immigrants 
who came through. Angel Island 
put the memories of that first 
experience in America behind 
them when they were finally 
allowed into the US to begin new 
lives. 

Prevented from immigrating in 
large numbers to the US by the 


Chinese 卫 xclusion Act of 1882, the- 


Chinese who managed to reach 
the SF Bay between 1910 and 
1940 were detained on Angel 
Island for ”weeks， sometimes 
months，while their immigration 
Papers were Drocessed: 

ISOLATION 

During that time they were 
subjected to crowded, regimented 
living conditions; lengthy，inti- 
midating questioning by immi- 
gration officials; and inevitable 
feelings of isolation and abandon- 
Iment in a strange land thousands 
of miles from home， They were 
further isolated on Angel Island 
because immigration officials 


feared they would spread disease 
or gain access to information that 
would help them answer questions 
about their pasts in China. 

Most of the Chinese immigrants 
made it thbrough the Angel Island 
experience，moved into _ the US 
and began carving out the better 
lives they had sought for them- 
selves _ and their children， For 
most，Angel Island became only 
an Unpleasant memory，one that 
they seldom shared with :their 
children who were growing up as 
American citizens， 

FEilmmaker Felicia Lowe's 
father came through Angel Island 
in 1938，and like many Chinese 
immigrants，told his American= 
born daughter little of his exper- 
ience there.， However，following 
his death three years ago，Lowe 
became increasingly interested in 
tracing her fathers and her own 
historical roots，leading her to 
undertake many projects， in- 
cluding the latest，a full-length 
documentary about Angel Island.
